General Electric Engineers Demonstrate Progress They 
Have Made in Reproduction Through Ether of 
Motion and Sound—Wide Use Forecast. 


Schenectady, N. Y., Sept. 11 (A.P.).— 
Broadcast television today made its ini- 
tial appearance as a vehicle of drama.

Charges and developments piled up 
on one another yesterday in connec- 
tion with Washington’s police problem. 
In the course of a day a police in- 
former was charged with perjury and 
a warrant for his arrest issued; the 
wife of a suspended policeman charged 
a lieutenant with being intoxicated; 
another policeman was charged with 
neglect of duty and his case referred to 
the police trial board, and Prohlbition 
Commissigner James M. Doran threat- 
ened a “sifting: to the bottom” of 
charges his agents had been guilty of 
assault and vandalism while working 
in connection with local police. 

As an aftermath of these develop- 
ments Representative Ernest W. Gib- 
son, of Vermont, chairman of the Gib- 
son subcommittee of the House Dis- 
trict committee, suggested the appoint- 
ment of a “Marine Corps officer or 
other, military man” as chief of police 
here to remedy the present situation. 

A warrant charging perjury was 
sworn out against Marion F. Lee, a 
police informer, as an aftermath of 
his testimony at a hearing before

The informer wore to the search 
warrant for the Odell home, declaring 
that He purchased half a dozen bottles 
of beer and two half pints of whisky 
from the woman.

Phoenix, Ariz., Sept. 11 (A.F ).—Gov. 
G W. P. Hunt, seeking renomination 
foi his seventh term on the Democratic 
ticket, and Senator Henry F. Ashurst, 
Democratic incumbent, took the lead 
in the contest at the Arizona primaries 
tonight when 23 of the 503 precincts 
in the State had reported. 

Ralph R. Cameron and Judge John C.

With 842 votes, Senator Ashurst led 
his rival, C. H. Rutherford, by a sub- 
stantial margin.

of a new submarine safety device, 
called “the lung,” from a depth of 155 
feet. 

The divers came from the bottom of 
the bay using the. simple apparatus. 
which consists of an oxygen bag and »# 
mouth-piece attachment, 

At the bottom of the bay they en- 
countered a pressure of 68 pounds to 
the square inch, but they reached tle 
surface without the slightest discom- 
fort and this dispelled all fears and 
dangers of divers’ bends from the use 
of the apparatus 

The test was successful depite the 
fact that most unfavorable conditions 
for the place of the experiments were 
especially picked in order that the re- 
ability of the “lung” could be estab- 
lished. 

The divers, who went down in 
lated a flooded compartment of a 
wrecked submarine were Lieut. C. B 
Momsen, submarine and diving expert, 
a coinventor of the apparatus, and 
Navy Divers Joseph Eiben and Edward 
Kalimoski, of the Washington Navy 
Yard. 

They all performed services as divers 
during the salvaging of the wreckcd 
submarines S-51 and S-4 in New Eng- 
land waters. The diving bell was let 
down to the bottom of the bay three 
times by the Falcon.

“Humanity’s branch with the late 
bronze age tradition and its passage

The association began today prepar- 
ing for next year’s meeting. Sir Thom- 
as Henry Holland, an eminent geolo- 
gist and anthropologist, who is rector 
of the Imperial College of Science in 
India, was chosen as next president of 
the association. He will assume the 
office with the opening of the 1929 
meeting. 

It was decided to hold the next ses- 
sions in South Africa. Part of the 


meetings will be held in Cape Town and 
others at Johannesburg. 


Science is on the verge of discovery of 
the difference between life and death, 


Prof. Frederick G. Donnan told mem- 


bers of the association tonight. 

“At the very gate between life and 
death the English physiologist, A. V. 
Hill, is on the eve of a discocery of 


astounding importance, if indeed he has 


not already made it,” said the lecturer. 
“It appears from his work that the or- 
ganized structure of nerve cells re- 

and therefore oxida- 


truly understood is 


and requires constant oxidation to keep 
it charged. I believe these results are 
of enormous importance. For the first 
time in the history of science we begin, 
perhaps, as yet a little dimly, to un- 


iderstand the difference between life and 


death and therefore the very meaning of 
life itself. 

“Life is a dynamic molecular organi- 
zation kept going and preserved by 
oxygen and oxidation. Death is a 
natural breakdown, of this structure, 
always present and only warded off by 
the structure preserving its action of 
oxidation.” . 

Prof. Donnan said that the living cell 
contains within itself seeds of death, 
called autolytic ensymes, which are 
capable of hydrolizing and breaking up 
the protein components of the proto- 
plasm of the cell. As long as the cell 
lives these ensymes do not act. 

“The living being is a dynamically 
organized individual, all parts of which 
work harmoniously together for the 
well-being of the whole organism,” he 
said. “The whole appears: to us some, 
thing essentially greater than the sum 
total of its parts. We may learn how 
the nervous system serves to organize 
and unite the varied activities of this 
complex multicellular animal. 

“We may learn how chemical sub- 
stances are secreted by ductless glands 
and act as a powerful means of regu- 
lating and controlling growth and 
other activities of various organs and 


tissues. 

“Nevertheless, in spite of these great 
discoveries, the harmonius and dynamic 
conditions of the various organs ever 
ae nt us as the great mysteries of

SYNTHETIC PERFUMES. 

Col. Marston T. Bogart, head of the organic 
laboratory of Columbia University, foresees 
the day in which synthetic perfumes will have 
supplanted the natural product. What 
happened in the drug and dye fields, he says, 
is now transpiring in the perfume field. For- 
merly the public believed that only natural 
dyes were satisfactory, but the best and fastest 
dyes now known are synthetic. It took ten 
years to impress upon the American people 
the value of synthetic dyes. It will take 
longer than that, says Col. Bogart, to make 
them realize that synthetic perfumes are su- 
perior to the natural product, but that 
has been accomplished the perfume industry 
will be transformed.

Representative Gibson, chairman 
House committee bearing his name, has heard 
that Maj.

During the World War “to go west” 
became a popular euphimism among 
the British soldiers for to die.

South Africa at the beginning of the 
present century, and it was probably 
taken to England by British soldiers 
The 
origin of the phrase is still a puzzle 
to philologists, whose attention was 
not attracted to it until the World 
War,’ says The Pathfinder. It is im- 
probable, as some suppose, that the 
phrase refers to the American pioneers 
and prospectors who “went West.” In 
the sixteenth century it was customary 
to speak of malefactors going from trial 
in London to be hanged on Tyburn 
gallows as “going westward.” There is 
a fourteenth century poem which con- 
tains the following refrain:

Thousands of years ago the Egyptians 
spoke of their dead as those who had 
“gone west.” The abode of the dead 
was believed by them to be in the 
west, the land of the setting sun.

west and who therefore frequently put,
